Present Spiritual Head of Sikhs 


The birth place of India’s independence is village 
Raian (Sri Bhaini Sahib) Punjab. At the Basant 
Panchmi of 1816 on Thursday 3" of February, Baba 
Jassa Singh Ramgarhia and Mata Sada Kaur were 
blessed with the birth of Satguru Ram Singh. Like 
Guru Nanak, young Ram Singh did not receive much 
academic education but His pious mother reared Him 
on stories about Sikh Gurus and other epic heroes and 
verses of Sikh scriptures, together with His younger 
brother Baba Budh Singh, who later came to be 
known as Guru Hari Singh. Their father ran a 
carpenter's workshop. 


In those days, matrimonial relations were encouraged 
at a young age in India. Satguruji was married to 
Mata Jassa Kaur, who later gave birth to Bibi Nand 
Kaur and Bibi Daya Kaur. In His late teens Satguruji 
joined Maharaja Nau Nihal Singh's (grandson of 
Maharaja Ranjit Singh) Regiment of the Independent 
Punjab's Khalsa Army. His military postings took 
Him to the vast corners of Sovereign Punjab, where 
He witnessed the decay in Sikhism, the five Ks were 
no longer meant as a necessity, smoking, drinking, 
meat eating and prostitution had become rampant. 
The spirit of nationalism and patriotism was on the 
way out, fast disappearing. 


Guru Gobind Singhji had crushed the might of the 
Mogul Imperialism but now His Sikhs were readily 
submitting to the new imperialist masters from 
Britain. When Satguruji's regiment also known as 
Bhagata Wali Regiment was stationed in NorthWest 
Frontier Province, Satguruji had an audience with 
Guru Balak Singhji at Hazro Sahib. 


"Some may understand me, when I incarnate for the 
11^ time. The Sikh community is my crop, I'll look 
after it then.”

Guru Balak Singhji whispered the holy Nam (mantra) 

in Satguru Ram Singhji's ears and bestowed Him as 

the 12° Guru of Sikhs by placing before Him, five 

paisas, woollen mala (108 bead rosary), white turban 

and circumbulating a coconut five times around 
Satguruji on 1 Asun BK 1898 (1841 CE). 


Satguru Ram Singhji felt exasperated and foresaw the 
ruin and extinction of Punjab. Several of the Khalsa 
Army officers would punish Satguruji for His open 
accusations of men in power. On the eve of the first 
Anglo-Sikh war in December 1845, Satguruji 
informed His colleagues that nothing but ruin awaited 
the Lahore Army on the banks of Satluj. Treachery 
rather than military tact and bravery in the field of 
battle brought victory to the foreigners. Punjab lay 
prostrate at the feet of frangee (European). 


If the Amritsar renegade clergy had aided Satguruji's 
moral and spiritual crusade, the outcome of the pre- 
independent history of modern south Asia might have 
been different. Satguruji witnessed how the alien army 
was advancing towards the Sikh Kingdom, sowing 
seeds of dissension and promoting treason amongst the 
ranks of the Punjabis. 


The Khalsa Army was broken up by replacing Gurkas, 
Poorbiyas and Muslims with Sikhs. Sikh traitors were 
rewarded with titles and privileges, a new penal code 
was introduced and English Courts established in 
Punjab. At the age of seven, Maharaja Dalip Singh, 
bearer of the Kohinoor, the only surviving son of 
Maharaja Ranjit Singh was made Ward of British 
Court, deported and was converted to Christianity at 
Windsor Castle in Britain. 


Imported 01001 and goods began to reach the markets 
of Punjab. Slaughter houses opened all over the State, 
rail lines, telegraphic and postal systems began a new 
turn and people were being offered the opium dose of 
new civilisation and the bribe of future economic life. 
Preaching of . Christianity was under way. The 
prophecies which Satguru Ram Singhji made 4 years 
earlier had come true. The Hindus were equally devoid 
of religious practices. They were suffering from the 
same social evils during the Bhagti (doxology) 
Movement. Hindus and Sikhs widely practised ritual 
sacrifices and infanticide or sold their daughters. 


Satguru Ram Singhji sent Sant Rai Singh to Hazoor 
Sahib (Maharastra) from where he brought back Guru 
Gobind Singhji’s Rahat Maryada (Khalsa Code of 
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Satguru Ram Singhji healing the sick 


Conduct). As the Mahants (Sikh clergy) of Amritsar 
never allowed Guru Gobind Singhji access to the 
Golden Temple, similarly now the Sardars of Amritsar 
had sworn Satguruji to be their enemy. He 
therefore desired to be away from the religious 
monopolists as very clearly illustrated in the 
following document recovered from the Archives of 
India. 
Document Number 58A Dated 16^ May 1872 


The address of the Sikh Sardars at Amritsar. Speech 
read by Sardar Dyal Singh Majitha, Amritsar on the 
part of a deputation of Sikh nobles and priests, 
appointed by the Sikhs of the city and district of 
Amritsar. 


To, 
The Honourable the Lieutenant Governor of the 
Punjab: - 


“We the undersigned Sikhs of all classes of Amritsar, 
unanimously submit that we have no connection or 
sympathy whatever with the Kuka Sect, which has 
recently become notorious. On the contrary we 
greatly differ from them on most religious principles. 
We are happy that the Government has adopted most 
appropriate and excellent measures for controlling 
this wicked and misguided sect, especially as the 
measures in question are calculated to deter ill- 
disposed people from committing mischief in future 
and in the event of any member of this depraved sect 
committing crime to prevent suspension falling on 
people of other sects, as happened in the case of the 
murder of the butchers at Amritsar. More over the 
Kukas do not differ from us in religious principles 
only, but they may be said to be our mortal enemies. 
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Since by their misconduct and evil designs they 
injured our honour in the estimation of the 
Government and well-high levelled with the dust, the 
services performed in 1857, through which we were 
regarded as well-wishers and loyal subjects by the 
Government. And regarding the sect, as our enemies, 
we are thankful to the Government for the measures 
which have been adopted whereby the desires of our 
hearts have been fulfilled. Signed

Satguru Ram Singhji did not establish a new religion 
on His own Prophethood. Sri Satguru Ram Singhji 
Maharaj was divine power incarnate. 
"During my 12" incarnation, my name will be Ram 
Singh, a son of a carpenter belonging to Bhaini, who 
will be the most perfect and greatest, possessed of 
tremendous spiritual power with non other to excel. 
The community, to which the Guru will belong, will be 
honoured. I bow before that 12" Guru of the Sikhs.”

On the Vaisakhi of 1857, Satguru Ram Singhji 
launched a new Sikh revival crusade, when the world 
witnessed a white triangular flag unfurled at Sri Bhaini 
Sahib, located between Ludhiana and Chandigarh in 
Punjab. Satguruji gave birth to Sant Khalsa, a new 
socio-political order firmly installed on Guru Gobind 
Singh's prescription, whose main aim was to forge 
bonds of religious purity, fellowship, dispel darkness, 
denounce social weakness and to achieve freedom for 
India. Satguruji reiterated the cores sermons to the 
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Sikhs; 


*The ultimate. purpose of life is to seek salvation 
through the spiritual guidance of a dhedhari guru. (i.e. 
Guru Nanak and His continuous successors). 

eHigh character, simple living and purity of thought is 
essential to raise the moral level of society. 

eSikhs must be teetotal and strict vegetarian and 
against killing life for any reason. 

eTo help the weak and not to injure anybody by 
thought, word or deed. 

eKindness and not violence will rule Kaliyug the 
present age. 

*Never dishonour your country and respect all great 
men/women and honour other religions. 


Tn creating the Sant Khalsa, the aims of the ingenious 
architect. of this utilitarian socio-political edifice was 
to produce men and women of high moral character, 
gifted with patriotic sentient, ready to sacrifice their all 
for truth, righteousness and their motherland. 


"I see in the earlier papers that Guru Ram Singh was 
looked upon as successor or actual re-embodiment of 
Guru Nanak, the Saint.

Furthering redemption for the masses and equality in 
gender, Satguruji introduced; 


«Baptism of Khanda-da-Amrit for women at Village 
Siahar, Punjab on Jeth Sudi 15 (Pumima) BK 1915, 
1858 CE. 

eInitiated Sikh Anand Karj (Sikh religious wedding 
ceremony) at Village Khote, in Punjab on Jeth Sudi 
10 BK 1920 (1863 CE) by reading the appropriate 
verses from the Holy Adi Granth Sahib. 

eHe devised the simple dowry- less matrimonial 
union of man and woman, and encouraged mass 
marriages to keep family costs down. Satguruji 
travelled extensively on his favourite white stallion 
the length and breadth of Punjab with His Subas 
(Religious Governors) to encourage the masses to 
practice the true tenets of Sikhism. 

*Where people had locked up copies of the Holy 
Granth Sahib, Satguru Ram Singh removed them 
from storage, dusted their covers with His Distar 
(turban) and encouraged their owners to recite Guru 
Bani daily. From Bhai Metitab Singh Press in Lahore 
(now in Pakistan), Satguruji published and distributed 
countless copies of both the Adi (first) Granth and 
Dasam (tenth) Granth. 

eSatguruji also initiated the Akhand (continuous) 
Path (recitation). 


The Sant Khalsa grew from strength to strength and 
in ten years some one million converts joined the 
ranks of Satguru Ram Singh's new face of modern 
Sikhism. He spent twenty years meditating at Akal 
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Bunga in Bhaini Sahib, where He installed a 
permanent 365 day langer (blessed vegetarian food). 


Protecting the cow and poor was His call. Peoples 
lives converted from ignorance to enlightenment, 
healing the sick were the hallmark of Satguru Ram 
Singh's spiritual potency. People of every 
denomination became His disciples. Naam (mantra) 
Simran (still meditation) is the key to salvation for 
human kind. Keerten (devotional education) to the 
beat of dholki (drum) would lead the Sikhs into a 
State of frenzy, emitting loud shrieks (kuks) 
wherefore Satguruji’s Sikhs also came to be known as 
Kukas. 


“The reports from all sources agree that Kukas are 
enjoyed to wear a woolen rosary, short drawers, 
(Kashera), a straight or untwisted pugree (turban), 
on initiation all vices are to be forsworn, such as 
lying, stealing, drinking, adultery, etc are strictly 
forbidden including meat eating” Major Perkins 1866 


The British authorities became alarmed at the rapid 
growth of the revival in Sikhism and took strict 
measures to suppress it nation-wide. Thus the Kukas in 
the political annals of India are rightly called the 
“Torch bearers of India’s Freedon Struggle.” 
Satguru Ram Singh gave the world the ultimate 
weapon of attaining independence and freedom from 
any foreign rule without bloodshed. 


The Non Co-operation Movement and Boycott of 
British Goods in India. He pioneered the freedom 
transition for the whole of India and not just the Sikhs. 
The most wanted patriots and freedom fighters of 
India took refuge at Sri Bhaini Sahib and Satguruji 
introduced the boycott of: 

British Government service 

British educ^tional institutions 

British law courts 

British goods 

«British postal system 

«And to refuse to obey and resist the laws and order, 
which one’s conscience abhors. 


Satguruji had in fact established a ‘parallel 
administration’ from indigenous law forum to even a 
postal system and encouraged Indians to buy Indian 
goods. He appointed Subas in twenty-two districts of 
Punjab, which today is only thirteen percent in terms 
of land mass of what it originally was. 


“Satguru Ram Singh believed in political freedom as a 
part of religion. The organisation of the Namdhari 
Sikhs became considerably strong. The movement of 
Boycott arid Non-Co-operation which Mahatma 
Gandhi started so vigorously in our own times, was 
preached by Guru Ram Singh fifty years ago.”

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Satguru Ram Singhji and His Sikhs have a unique and 
distinct record of sacrifices offered and services 
rendered in the cause of India's struggle for freedom 
from the British. Over thousands of Sikhs were kept 
as State prisoners for indefinite periods in jails at 
Rangoon, Moulmein and Mergui in Myanmar 
(Burma), Aden and in British India at Hazari bagh, 
Chunar and Asir gar. Countless wholesale military 
executions, numerous murdered and drowned in Kala 
Pani (Bay of Bengal) Suba Gurcharan Singh was 
arrested and detained in Multan jail, labelled as a most 
dangerous Sikh, who had been carrying on intrigues 
with the Russian authorities against the British. Four 
Sikhs hanged at Amritsar for releasing animals due 
for slaughter near the sanctity of the Golden Temple. 
Sixty-six disciples of Satguruji were killed facing the 
British cannons head on at Maler Kotla, Punjab, 
including a twelve year old boy Saheed Bishan Singh. 
Namdhari Sikhs were prohibited from visiting their 
headquarters, Sri Bhaini Sahib. No trials were ever 
conducted. 


Satguruji came under surveillance and was ultimately 
put under house arrest. All social and religious 
gatherings of the Namdhari Sikhs in Punjab were 
banned. In 1872 the British authorities tried to 
implicate and involve Satguruji as an instigator and 
abettor. No accusations against Him were proved, yet 
He was arrested and exiled. Three years later the 
Imperialist government divulged Satguru Ram 
Singh's whereabouts in Burma. Under camouflage, 
over one hundred of Satguruji’s ardent Sikhs 
managed to have His audiences for the next ten years 
at His house arrest facilities in Burma from where 
they brought His hand composed Hukam Namas 
rine sermons) to Guru Hari Singh at Sri Bhaini 


Satguru Partap Singhji succeeded Guru Hari Singh in 
May 1906 (CE) and was the first Sikh Guru to visit 
Thailand, Kenya, Uganda and Tanzania, where 
thousands of Sikh settlers became His ardent 
devotees. 


Today the spiritual head of Sikhs is Satguru Jagjit 
Singhji and His Sikhs enjoy a life of simple living 
and high thinking and can be seen in all parts of the 
world. He is regarded as a superguru by the galaxy of 
India’s classical music exponents for His deep 
interest and knowledge in spreading this ancient art.

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The circumstances prevalent in the country were 
miserable and bleak. The spirit. of Sikhism had 
withered away so much that the Sikhs had recoursed 
to shaving kesh (hair) recreational smoking, 
drinking alcohol, eating meat and adultery. Scarcely 
no one recited gurbani from the Adi or Dasam 
Granth — the two Holy Scriptures of Sikhs locked 
away in cupboards. The spirit of nationalism and 
patriotism was rapidly fading away. Having 
disposed of the Mogul Empire, the Sikhs were now 
gladly capitulating to the British colonialists. Such 
was the state of affairs when Sri Satguru Ram 
Singhji appeared and assumed the responsibility to 
restore and revitalise the divine spirit of Sikhism.

Foreign relations 

Kukas created powerful contacts with the Rajas of 
Kashmir and Nepal to enlist their support for the 
noble cause.

The names of Kukas and Russia agents were 
Gurcharan Singh, Ram Charan Tora, Narain Dass, 
Maya and Shankar Rai. By the year 1883, ‘red’ and

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Basant Ritu (season) is supreme IN all the other 
seasons as this season comes after the intense heat of 
the summer, from the shivering colds of the winter 
and from the mayhem of rain. The whole ambience 
tums mustard yellow and the time to celebrate the 
spring festival of Basant Panchme arrives. 


During this auspicious time, knowledge and intellect 
is revered and homage is paid to the divine Shakti 
Saraswati, Goddess of wisdom, by intellectuals and 
students of arts, science, music and dance. Basant is 
also important because Lord Krishna himself has 
described this as a flowering season in magnificence. 


This festival is celebrated on the fifth day of dark 
lunar days in Magh (February) and the worship of 
Goddess Saraswati has been prominent since the 
Vedic and the Puranic eras. It is said that Lord 
Brahma manifested Saraswati on this day so that the 
creation enjoyed a life of intelligence, harmony and 
dialogue. A beholder of the musical instrument Veena 
and called *Veena Vandini" and *Vani Dayyanni" she 
bestows the art of music and speech to the people of 
this world. 


The humans alone do not worship Saraswati but the 
Gods also revere Her and ask for Her grace in 
advancing their own prowess in Their spiritual 
dealings within themselves and with humans. So on 
this day the Goddess is worshipped with great fervour 
by all with fragrant flowers and powdered 
sandalwood, In the olden times the children were 
given ‘Guru dakshina’ (acceptance of the student by a 
teacher) in an ‘Ashram’ (school) or ‘Guru Kul’ on this 
auspicious day. 


It is said that Lord Krishna also worshipped the 
Goddess on this day and She bestowed the sixteen 
‘kalaas’ (16 arts) on Him. On this day in many parts 
of India poetical symposiums, music festivals, art and 
craft seminars and dramas are held and the artistes 
rewarded for their brilliant achievements. 


Basant Panchmi is the festival, observed on a large 
scale in Punjab and the North when the mustard crop 
is ripe. The people put on yellow garments. They cook 
yellow rice. The famous folk dance ‘Bhangra’ of 
Punjab glorifies the congregations on this festival. 
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Basant Ritu 


This is a festival of jubilation when the farmers are 
rich with their yield. Basant Panchmi or Vasantotsav, 
the ancient festival of spring in south Asia, brings 
festivity, singing, dancing, and beautiful] colours 
everywhere. The yellow of mustard flowers covers 
miles on end in much of rural north India. 


Even though Basant Panchmi is considered primarily 
a Hindu festival, it may come as a surprise to many 
that a large number of North Indian Muslims too 
celebrate it, especially those in Sufi dargahs such as 
that of Hazrat Nizamuddin at New Delhi. Some 
interesting legends are associated with 13th century 
poet Amir Khusro and saint Nizamuddin Aulia for 
the genesis of Basant celebration amongst muslims. 


For Namdhari Sikhs the importance of Basant 
Panchmi is the avtar (birth) of Sri Satguru Ram 
Singhji, the founder of the Namdhari Khalsa Panth. 
He was born on the basant panchami day - Thursday, 
3rd February of AD 1816. (Maghsudi 5, 1872 
Bikrami). 


Twenty five kilometres. from Ludhiana is located a 
small village of Sri Bhaini Sahib which embodied a 
rural life typical in the land of the five rivers. Around 
its fields, there existed a corporate life led by simple, 
God-fearing and innocent people. In Such a village 
was born the great Guru of the Namdhari Sikhs. This 
was the day when the fields were green with the 
crops and the yellow flowers were dancing 
majestically from the stems of the plants.

The Sikh faith and religion is the religion of ‘Gurus’ 
and religion of ‘Naam’ (mantra). Unlike some 
predecessor Avtar incarnations of God, Sikh Gurus 
were not born to affluent parents as Raja Lord Ram 
or Lord Buddha. Satguru Nanak Devji was a son of a 
village Hindu Patwari and His message was the same 
to whoever came to Him. Nam japo (meditate), kirt 
karo (work hard) and vand chhako (share one’s 
earnings with others). Sikh Guru’s sympathised with 
the poor, downtrodden, neglected and the 
unprivileged. 


In England since its civil war, religion has played a 
minor role in politics while the tradition of religion 
(or guidance) in the running of Sate has not proved 
unusual in India. All the great movements of life in 
India have begun with a new spiritual thought and 
usually a new religious activity including Guru 
Nanak Dev’s Sikh religion. 


For uprooting fear and wickedness from the minds of 
the Indian society 12" Nanak Satguru Ram Singh 
injected courage, determination, service and sacrifice 
into the body of politics of the country. He made His 
Sikhs a part and parcel of an army of patriots. The 
teaching of Satguruji were so effective that patriotism 
was revived amongst the masses and they considered 
an honour to sacrifice their lives joyfully for their 
motherland. Within 7 years of its inception the 
reformed Namdhari Sikhs claimed over a million 
ardent followers. 

Satguru Ram Singh gave a new weapon of ‘non- 
violent passive resistance and peaceful non co- 
operation, civil disobedience to fight oppressors and 
the imperial power. In addition to vows prescribed by 
previous Sikh Gurus, Satguru Ram Singh launched 
an unrelenting mission of social deliverance, 
economical uplift, political emancipation and 
religious salvation. 


Satguru Ram Singh is a hero who has epitomised in 
His life the vision of a great seer and the courage and 
dynamism of valiant fighter to face life in the grim 
hour of both life and death.

Namdhari Sikhs have a honoured place in the history 
of India’s struggle for freedom. They were the first to 
evolve non co-operation and the use of Swadeshi as 
political weapons. As early as the 1860’s they 
boycotted British goods, Government schools, law 
courts and postal services. They emphasised on the 
wearing of hand-spun khadi 60years before it was 
taken up by Mahatma Gandhi. 


The Namdharis are a body of puritanical Sikhs 
adhering to the teachings of the Sikh Gurus. Their 
Gurdwaras (temples) are not ostentatious and they do 
not indulge in use of rich canopies or silk coverings 
for the Granth Sahib or any other ritual smacking of 
idolatry. They lead austere lives, wear rosaries made 
of wool. Their marriages are performed without 
fanfare of barats, bands and receptions and cost no 
more than Rupees 13 per nuptial performed. They are 
punctilious in attending services in their Gurdwaras 
and in observing the tabus of food, drink and 
personal development: they are strict vegetarians, 
totally abstain from the use of alcohol and tobacoo. 


The Namdhari movement began in North West 
Frontier Province (Hindu Kush) in the last days of 
the Sikh rule as a protest against the licentious style 
of living of the Sikh aristocracy and assumptions of 
divinity by the Bedi and Sodhi descendants of the 
Gurus. After the annexation of the Punjab by the 
British, the Namdharis under the leadership of 
Satguru Ram Singh moved their headquarters to 
village Bhaini in Ludhiana district. It was Satguru 
Ram Singh who introduced changes in the forms of 
worship and address, which distinguish His followers 
from the general body of Sikhs. Like Sufi dervishes, 
the Namdharis chanted hymns and often attained the 
state of ecstasy when they emitted shrieks 
(kuks/kooks hence the word kuka/kooka for 
Namdharis). They began to wear only spotless white 
khadi and retained their style of turbans to original 
flat band type across the forehead.
